RKSERVATIONB 5 GRANTS OP 
LAND. 

Oj* Monday, we thowrd the formidable 
eilrnt, aud rndeavoured to trace the 
OTigia, of the retervatiom specified 
in the title deedi of landt purchased 
from the Government. Whether «iewed 
aa a private question, eflecting (he In* 
ttrrtla of individual landholder!, or aa a 
nun/if one, affecting the tocial enterpriae 
and political liberties of the community, 
(heae reaervalioni, in she naked and «h|n- 
ltite form In which (hey ate put, have 
nothing to recommend, and every (lung 
to condemn them. 

The only principle upon which we can 
tuppose their framen would venture to de- 
fend them, ii, that ptivat* convenience 
limit g»« way tu the public good. The 
principle, rightly uttderttuod, it incon- 
trovertible i but in thit inKanc* it it 
rither wholly mliti rider stood or wantonly 
perverted. In the earlier grants and 
I'jki from the Crown, the reKrvaUont 
were in abaped at to meet all tbt contin ■ 
gent neceaaittet of the pnbLc, without 
prejudice to (he jual interests of mdivi- 
duaii. The grtnlri waa required to wr- 
teudctatiy portion of hit land and pte- 
m net that might be needed fur public pur- 
poM<; but then proruion wat made for 
aliening the daoiaget he might (hereby 
autlain, and foi granting him full and 
fair corope rotation. The community a aj 
(a have all that might be deemed eisen- 
tiat to ill cotifemenc > , but the cumrriu-

Grievance Report of out own Council, we 
are not aware that it hat ever been brought 
prominently forward. Thit ttrmnge 
apathy can be accounted for only by the 
accident, that the reservation clauaea have 
been rarely if at all acted upon, But the 
days of quietcence are drawing to a close.

Let the colonittt, then, 
Uke the alarm at kit ; let the in pander 
well ou the enormout mitehiefi with which 
this branchofthe territorial prerogative, at 
well aa othen, it fraught ; and let them 
not hare reaton hereafter, when theie 
mitchiefa thall have begun to work, to 
reproach themielvea for not having done 
tbeit beit to avert the danger

THE INDIAN ISLANDS. 
OncouriE from Singapore through the 
Straits of Banc* to BaUvia ha* lain nearly 
S.R., with occational flexure*, and from 
It it.ivs* to Snitrabaya nearly E, From 
latitude 1 N. and longitude 104' K., 
we have come to latitude 7' >. and Ion 
gitude 113- E. We may now proceed 
fu rther, either in a due eatlerly direction, 
pauing the north mouth of the Strait* of 
Bally, in which cue we have that island, 
Lirnbnck, and Sumbawa, un our right, or 
«e may come through these strait* and 
make our tubiequent cuurae on their 
south tide, till we come vppotite Port 
Esitngton. 

The Dutch, on again becoming maatert 
of Java and their other old posKuiuni in 
the Archipelago, wcte aasiduout in at- 
tempting to acquire a control over those 
which lay adjacent, and stilt remain sub- 
ject to their native Rajahs. Prom theee 
(hey, in several initauce*, procured a no- 
minal acknowledgment of supremacy, and 
bound them n"( (n trade with any other 
European i. Such pledges, given in igno- 
rance and without tubals ntiai considera- 
tion, could not reasonably be expected to 
be kept. Good faith mutt be reciprocal , 
and consequently violation* of the com- 
pacts look place, tint in the form of 
smuggling, anil, when [hit waa attempted 
to be auppreued, next in the form uf dii- 
turbance*. The Dutch had great diffi- 
culty in maintaining (heir various poitt, 
indeed were obliged, on accnunt of the 
expense, tu withdraw many of them , and 
were obliged alto to keep ■ constant 
cruisting force in these troubled waters. 
I hete cruiaers, if they have mpporled 
tyranny, have likewise rooted out innu- 
merable piratet, whoa* daring altacki the 
British were too remiss, till of late, to 
puniih. 

The valuable island of Bally (or Bali) , 
hat long excited the covetous attention of 
the Dutch. It it highly productive of it- 
irlt', and is so iituaicd a* not only to rival 
the Javan purlt in trade, but alto to de- 
feat the miserable fiscal regulation* 
by which they are fettered. No wonder, 
then, t lint the Dutch have teired the op- 
portunity, or made one, to pick a quar- 
rel with the Rajah of Bally, itimulated, 
no doubt, by (he perception that friendly 
relation! were growing yearly mure close 
between the Ballinete and the Biitisb, 
Hence arose the teriout war uf which we 
have recently had accounts from that 
is land .[the object of which, without doubt, 
it under the plea of provoked conquest 
to reduce it whully (o Dutch domination, 
that another Singapore may not be erected 
by ui to command the whole eastern por- 
tion of the Archipelago, and connect our 
Australian potsesaioiit with China. 

Hilly, Lombock, Stimbawa, Florei, 
Timor, Tim or- Uut, Ceram, the Arroo, and 
Tenimber tslet, and New Guinea— thete 
are the roailt which we skirt along or 
near, on ourroute to and through Torrr* 
Straits bound for Sydney, Being imper 
fectly known, we can scarcely ftiriiitb 
any iletcription except an hydrographical 
une, which would be uninteresting to a 
iandtman. We have, however, gleaned* 
few noticet. 

Although Balli ii frequently called 
Little Java, the inhahilanU differ from 
thus* of Java, being fairer in complexion, 
■touler in frame, and more energetic in 
ditpotiliun, and, indeed, in drew and ap- 
pearance resemble the Siamese, from 
whom the J are probably descended. The 
entire population amount* to about one 
million. The Ballinete are Dot so fond of 
maritime punuid ai their neighbour*, 
but devote themselves to agriculture. They 
produce large quantities of rice for the 
China market and the Archipelago gene- 
ral I j ; to which we mar add hides, to- 
bacco, cocoanut oil, coffee, goud calico, 
and (we must acknowledge) tiawe*. Vet- 
tcli pulling in here procure refreshment! 
in abundance, and dispose of British and 
Indian good*. Carrang Attain is the 
chief port. 

Lombock, of which Ampanam is the 
principnl port, nay be described, so far 
as it it known, in nearly the tame word*. 
Bali Labogee, on (he toulh aide of Lorn- 
bock, is frequently visited by British 
vettelt proceeding from New South Walet 
to Chin* for the purchase of rice. 

Pumbtwa is a larger island than either 
Bali or Lombock. Bimah ii the princi- 
pal town. To ui this it land U let* know u 
than the other (wo. But we perceive by 
a number of the Fur ml of China, jus( 
received, (hat it it classed along with the 
former two ai carrying on an important 
trade wi(h the Briiith settlement* in 
China, aud that the late measures of the 
Dutch Government, to whom these three 
islands are better known, have ti- 
nted a lively apprehension for their fate. 
On the island of Timor, the Dutch 
poateat a settlement at Copang, and the 
Porwruew one at Dilli. If the Dutch 
sway has been injurious, that of the Pur- 
tuguete hat been by many degrees more 
, engrossing, hateful, and ruinout, the only 
trade they have encouraged being that of 
kiduappiug the natives and disposing nf 
(hem for (he Bourbon and Portuguese 
plantation!. Bret-wax and tendalwood 
have been the chief articles of commerce, 
besides i laves , but the natives are forced 
ta deliver them lo the Poring uete officials 
at tn alnio.it nominal price. The land 
around the settlement it highly fertile, 
bul un worked, and fruit it spontaneously 
plentiful. The teat or the Dutch resi- 
dency is near tbe southern end, and their 
settlement* are on the west and south- 
wett sidet of (he island. Copang it well 
situated for a commercial emporium — but 
the specie* of obsuuctioniim to often 
mentioned, prtvaiJi against the dictates 
and boiinlies of nature. 

The fJerwatty, a group of very unal! 
ialands near which we proceed, are very 
picluretque and fertile by nature, and 
well adapted fur trade. They have been 
lung neglected, and the people are very 
poor, and though cattle and stock are in 
great abundance, agriculture is neg- 
lected. 

In the bland of Kitsa and Roma they

other provisions, tago, rice, goats, sheep, 
bogl, and bu Salon, wai and honey, 
tortoiteihelt andtrepang, and sandalwood, 
are (he items of trade. There are good 
anchorages here and there. Lying in 1 
tropical clime, and partly of volcanic, 
partly of coral formation, the c'crwally 
Islet present the singular mixiure 
ef forms of tuft and striking 
beauty and luxuriance, belonging 
to (he South Sea Islands, and the 
tame influences have apparently affected 
the character of tbe people in a similar 
way — a race of a mild aud inoffensive 
disposition if under proper regulation, 
bul when subjected (u petty chiefs always 
quarrelling amongst themselves abuut 
trill* s, and always glad of a mediator. 

Since the establishment uf Port Kasing- 
ton, and the visits uf Ilea tfijR*tv r s sur- 
veying squadrons to the adjacent seas, 
then stale with regard to the safety of 
merchant ships that might traverse them, 
presents a striking change. Previously, 
every vettel that had retorted to Ihe is- 
lands lying between Timor and New 
Guinea had been attacked, and when suc- 
cessfully, the crew maitacred. Tha 
Suinaton, which visited them (with Mr. 
Gaoaot W I teuton Earn., whose account 
we are giving) in IdJrJ, was only saved 
by on aiTideni.il occurrence. But nu 
founer had it become known thai the 
British possessed a settlement in the 
neighbjurhood, than these aggressioni 
suddenly and totally ceased j and al- 
thoogh the nurhber of vessels retorting to 
theie islands is far greater than it bad 
ever been before, no tingle act of hos- 
tility wat ever again committed. Indeed, 
(says Mr, Kmi.) I speak advisedly, when 
I tay thai small vessels may now invent 
the adjacent seat with greater safety than 
they can coast the island of Java, the 
oldest established of the Kurupenn culo> 
nies in the Indian Archipelago. The 
western coasts of New Guinea were never 
visiied by our merchant ships for pur- 
poses of trade previous lo our establish- 
ment in these teat; bul an intercourse 
bu now been upened winch bidt fair tn 
become a thriving and profitable branch 
of commerce, 'the Timor- la ut gruupe, 
again, (he nearest to Purl Ktsingtun, wat 
to notorious previous lo our arrival, that 
even the native traders of (he Pastern Is 
lands, dated nut visit it. Vettel after 
vewel, whether English, Dutch, Chinese, 
or Macaatar, was cut off and plundered. 
But tbe spirit uf peace hat now extended 
itself to this important gruupe, and it haa 
become a farorite resort fur traders. Our 
manufactures form the bulk of the car- 
guetufatl vessels resorting to these re- 
mote parts, whether Kuropran, Chinese, or 
Indian. They are carried away from 
Singapore in hundreds uf imall crafl, 
which return in the course uf lime, laden 
with valuable produce, but of the par- 
ticular countries fium which it comes, the 
British merchant i consignee in that em- 
porium scarcely knows the name,
